Match day parking ban 1s 


ALL the recent hullabaloo over 
parking outside Adams Park, has 
emphasised again that whatever 
we believe, or whoever we sup- 
port, we do have to live together. 

The proposed blanket waiting 
restrictions around Sands on a match 
day were clearly targeted at 
Wycombe Wanderers Football Club, 
rather than for the benefit of Sands 
residents. 

All the Sands residents who wrote 
to the club were against the proposed 
restrictions, as it imposed on their 
civil liberties: Many do not attend 
matches, but simply wanted to park 
outside their own house when they 
wanted to. | can identify with this 
having been a resident of Maxwell 
Road, Beaconsficld for over six years. 
Buckinghamshire County Council 
recently allowed Sainsbury's to build 
a superstore in Maxwell Road, with- 
out imposing waiting restrictions in a 
road which also contains the Curzon 
Centre, 5t Mary's Primary and Mid- 
dle Schools and Fifth Avenue Res- 
taurant and Pub, Sainsbury's and 
these other public facilities could not 
function practically or economically 
without the unrestricted on-street 
parking available in Maxwell Road 
and surrounding arca. 

Why can someone park outside 
houses in Maxwell Road 365 days a 
year, when the county council pro- 
pose to prevent Wycombe Wander- 
ers’ supporters parking in large areas 
of Sands only 3ü times a year for two

Dear Editor, 


IN case anyone is interested, I 
thought I would take advantage of 
a rare spare moment to detail you 
on the second half af my 
endeavours to follow the 
Wanderers from afar. As some of 
you will remember, I am an 
cighteen-year-old volunteer 
English teacher in Santiago, the 
Sa Are capital of Chile in 
South America. 

I'll take up the story where I left 
off. 


It was mid-February, we were in 
the top three heading for Wembley 
in the Autoglass Trophy and I was 
just embarking on the second half 
of my teaching career. 

The first half had involved

Ardent Blues' supporter Stephen Lee ponders the 
future prospects of Wycombe Wanderers as they 
prepare for Division Il 





WITH just a few short weeks until 
the next chapter of the Wycombe 
Wanderers league story unfolds, 
now is perhaps the time not to 
reflect on glory, as that has been 
done, but to look ahead, as we enter 
our second new division in as many 
seasons.
